PREFATORY  NOTE 

]Mr.  Svnioiis  is  known  throu^liout  iMif^-liind  not  only  as  one  of  the  most 
reliable  authorities  uj)on  English,  ( "ontiiient.-ii  and  Oriental  porcelain  of  the 
eighteenth  century,  but  also  as  a  discriuiinating  collector  of  old  Knglish  and 
French  furniture,  early  bronzes  and  objects  of  art  in  oeneral. 

His  collection  of  old  English  porcelains  and  potteries  can  be  with  difficulty 
paralleled  outside  of  some  of  the  great  English  museums. 

It  consists  of  exain])les  from  all  the  most  highly  regarded  factories,  such 
as  that  of  Bristol,  I'lymouth,  Bow,  Chelsea,  Worcester,  Derby,  Pinxton,  Swan- 
sea, Nantgarw,  Longton  Hall  and  Spode.  Included  among  these  will  be  found 
a  most  im2)ortant  collection  of  rare  square  and  crescent  marked  Worcester, 
among  which  is  an  especially  noteworthy  garniture  of  three  blue  ground  vases. 
There  are  also  a  number  of  fine  early  Chelsea,  Bow  and  Derby  vases,  and  an 
exceptional  variety  of  other  decorative  pieces.  Of  especial  interest  is  the  col- 
lection of  nearh'  three  hundred  pieces  of  Bow,  Bristol,  Chelsea,  Chelsea-Dei-by, 
Derby  and  Longton  Hall  statuettes,  which  includes  an  unusually  rare  set  of 
Bristol  figures  of  the  "Four  Continents"  and  a  number  of  Chelsea  figures  mod- 
eled by  Roubiliac  and  Bacon,  as  well  as  an  interesting  group  of  Derb}'  biscuit 
figures  modeled  by  Spengler  and  Stephan. 

The  collection  of  Wedgwood  is  especially  rich  in  crystalline  and  basaltes 
vases  of  the  Wedgwood  &  Bentlcy  period,  and  is  distinguished  by  the  posses- 
sion of  a  Portland  vase  Avhich  has  been  positively  identified  by  the  leading 
Wedgwood  authorities  as  being  one  of  the  famous  "Fifty." 

The  English  potteries  include  salt  glaze,  early  English  Delft  and  the 
Lady  Anna  Chandos-Pole  Collection  of  old  Leeds  ware. 

Among  the  English  furniture  in  oak  are  Court  Cupboards  and  dower 
chests,  high-backed  chairs,  settees,  and  a  very  exceptional  Day  bed  signed  by 
its  maker.  The  mahogany  is  rich  in  examples  of  Chippendale,  by  whom  there 
ai'e  three  exceptional  armchairs,  and  a  very  fine  fourpost  bedstead.  There  are 
some  fine  Sheraton  tables  and  escritoire  bookcases.  The  satinwood  includes 
Sheraton  bookcases,  a  dressing  table  with  original  fittings,  and  inlaid  and 
painted  writing  tables.  There  are,  too,  some  pieces  of  the  Queen  Anne  period, 
including  the  celebrated  Rushout  Lacquer  Cabinet  and  Stand.  There  are  a 
very  fine  pair  of  Adam  torcheres  and  a  Hepplewhite  screen  in  the  Chinese  taste, 
an  Adam  chandelier  of  cut  glass,  knife  urns  and  a  number  of  important  mir- 


roi's  by  Chippendale  and  his  contemporaries.  The  French  furniture  includes 
a  fine  upright  escritoire  signed  by  P.  Roussel,  a  Louis  Seize  Sedan  chair  deco- 
rated with  Vernis  Martin  panels  and  in  absolutely  original  condition,  and  a 
most  exceptional  carved  apjjlewood  marriage-chest  of  the  early  sixteenth 
century. 

The  gathering  of  clocks  is  an  extraordinarily  rich  one.  Among  those 
of  the  Louis  XVI  period  are  one  surmounted  by  a  marble  figure  sculptured 
by  Falconet,  a  "Reading  and  Writing"  clock  and  an  "Elephant"  clock.  In 
addition  to  these  is  a  marvelous  collection  of  over  thirty  clocks  made  by  Eng- 
lish makers  of  the  eighteenth  century  in  ormolu  cases  decorated  with  enamels, 
and  Avith  panels  of  surprisingly  ingenious  moving  subjects.  Some  of  these 
clocks,  which  were  originallv  made  for  presentation  to  Chinese  princes  and 
mandarins,  have  made  the  journey  to  the  Orient  and  found  their  way  back  to 
Europe.  There  are  a  number  of  English  clocks  of  the  eighteenth  century,  in- 
cluding a  lacquered  bracket  clock  by  Tomlinson,  a  tall  Queen  Anne  lacquered 
clock  by  George  Tyler,  several  brass  lantern  clocks,  one  of  them  fitted  Avith 
chimes,  and  the  famous  Orrery  of  "honest"  George  Graham,  a  leading  Eng- 
lish clockmaker  of  the  eighteenth  century. 

The  collection  of  bronzes  covers  a  wide  range,  extending  from  the  six- 
teenth to  the  nineteenth  centuries.  Of  the  period  of  the  Italian  Renaissance 
are  a  figure  of  the  infant  Hercules  Strangling  a  Serpent,  and  a  fine  door 
knocker.  The  French  bronzes  include  examples  of  the  schools  of  Pigalle  and 
Clodion,  as  well  as  of  the  Empire  period,  while  of  the  modern  bronzes  the  most 
important  is  a  magnificent  portrait  bust,  by  Rodin,  of  the  English  poet  and 
friend  of  Stevenson,  the  late  W.  E.  Henley.  This  is  the  original  from  Avhich 
was  taken  the  marble  replica  now  in  Saint  Paul's  Cathedral. 

The  textiles  consist  of  fine  tapestries,  among  them  a  large  panel  of  Brus- 
sels tapestry  after  a  design  by  Van  de  Velde  the  elder,  and  a  remarkable  col- 
lection of  petit  point  consisting  of  many  individual  panels,  one  suite  of  six 
chairs,  another  of  two  settees,  two  armchairs,  and  several  single  chairs,  in  old 
walnut  and  oak  frames. 

The  extensive  collection  of  objects  of  art  is  headed  by  what  is  probably 
the  finest  Italian  Renaissance  cabinet  of  the  School  of  Cellini  ever  brought  to 
this  country.  It  is  of  carved  steel,  damascened  with  gold,  in  a  series  of  sub- 
jects taken  from  Tasso's  great  poem,  "Jerusalem  Delivered." 

There  is  a  suit  of  sixteenth  century  German  armor,  as  also  a  few  choice 
sixteenth  and  seventeenth  century  Limoges  enamels  (some  in  their  original 
frames),  sixteenth  and  seventeenth  century  boxwood  and  ivory  carvings,  en- 
graved and  mounted  crystals  of  the  same  period  including  a  gold  and  enamel 
mounted  tazza,  some  good  miniatures  of  the  sixteenth  and  seventeenth  and 
eighteenth  centuries,  Battersca  enamels,  including  one  of  the  most  important 


vases  ever  produced,  and  a  iiuiiiber  of  I)o.\es  mounted  in  ^old  with  miniature 
paintings. 

Of  especial  interest  will  be  found  tlie  celebrated  Buccleucli  collection  of 
glass  of  over  two  hundred  {)ieces.  Included  in  this  are  exam])les  of  earlv 
Venetian  and  seventeenth  century  German  engraved,  cut  and  enameled  glass. 
The  collection  was  fornu'd  by  the  late  Duke  of  IJuccleuch  and  Queensberry, 
and  it  would  be  difficult  to  exaggerate  its  im])()rtance  in  view  of  the  many 
years  devoted  by  tlie  Duke  to  its  accjuisition  and  tlie  unvarying  fine  quality 
of  the  pieces  so  acquired. 

A  word  may  be  said  as  to  the  famous  collections  which  are  represented 
in  this  gathering.  They  include  those  of  the  Dowager  Duchess  of  Newcastle, 
Tiic  Dowager  Marchioness  of  Conyngliam,  Lady  Aiuia  Chandos-Pole,  Lord 
Joicey  of  Greg-y-nog  Castle,  The  Earl  of  Northesk,  Lad}^  Menzies  of  Castle 
Menzies,  Lieut.  Col.  H.  B.  Hughes,  Sir  William  Bass,  Capt.  Ernie  Warriner, 
T.  H.  Faudel-Phillips,  Capt.  I\L  H.  Grant,  "Linesman"  Alfred  Trapnell,  L. 
M.  Solon  and  many  others.

The  noteworthy  favor  bestowed  in  recent  years  upon  English  Porcelains  has  embraced 
also  those  products  of  the  English  potters  which  so  distinguished  the  late  Eighteenth  century. 
Such  especial  value,  for  instance,  attaches  to  fine  examples  of  old  Leeds  ware,  that  it  is 
increasingly  difficult  to  procure  examples  of  undoubted  authenticity.  Even  less  frequently 
are  those  admirable  figures  by  Ralph  Wood  which,  in  their  modeling,  rival  the  statuettes  of 
Dresden  and  Chelsea,  offered  to  the  contemporary  collector. 

1 — Six  old  Leeds  and   Staffordshire  Ware  Cream  Ewers 
Of  various  .shapes,  and  styles  of  decoration. 

2 — Old  Leeds  Ware  Plate 

Decorated  with  a  reeded  border  in  black — center  occupied  by  an  oval 
medallion  containing  a  black  transfer-printed  portrait  of  a  man  in  wig. 

3 — Three  old  Leeds  Plates 

(A)  Cream-colored  glaze,  decorated  in  sepia  on  cream-colored  ground 
and  also  decorated  in  transfer  with  square  rigged  ship  in  full  sail  and 
floral  sprays. 

(B)  Decorated  with  oval  medallion  of  allegorical  subject  with  inscrip- 
tion "Let  wisdom  unite  us"  and  with  trophies  of  game  birds  and 
butterflies. 

(C)  Decorated  with  a  convivial  subject  of  Topers  seated  around  a  table 
and  with  floral  sprays.

Flat 
cover,  with  painted  finial.  Body  is  decorated  with  reeded  bands  and 
with  very  elaborately  painted  figures  of  Amphitrite  drawn  b}'  dolphins 
in  a  chariot  formed  of  a  seashell,  and  of  Venus  drawn  by  peacocks  in 
a  classical  chariot.

Inseparably  connected  with  the  name  of  Josiah  Wedgwood  are  his  reproductions,  in 
his  celebrated  jasper-body,  of  the  Portland  or  Barberini  A'ase. 

The  original  vase  is  of  very  dark  lilue  glass,  originally  entirely  covered  with  a 
layer  of  opacjue  white  glass,  which  was  cut  away  by  the  artist  to  produce  the  design 
in  a  cameo  effect.  That  Wedgwood  should  have  succeeded  in  so  closely  translating 
the  light  and  color  effects  of  this  glass  cameo  into  so  foreign  a  language  as  his  jasper- 
body  is  j)roof  not  only  of  the  efficient  aid  rendered  to  him  by  his  modelers,  but  also 
of  his  own  supreme  skill  as  a  potter. 

That  every  collector  of  Wedgwood  should  l)urn  with  desire  to  possess,  not  only  a 
Portland  A'ase,  but  one  of  the  far-famed  "First  Fifty,"  is  therefore  but  natural. 
Modern,  and  comparatively  modern,  copies  have  become  familiar  by  constant  repe- 
tition, but  it  is  only  rarely  that  the  collector  is  privileged  even  to  see  an  eighteenth 
century  example.  The  fact  is,  that  during  Wedgwood's  own  lifetime  no  more  than 
twenty  copies  were  actually  produced,  the  remaining  thirty  coming  into  existence  when 
Josiah,  Jr.,  controlled  tlie  Wedgwood  destinies. 

However,  during  the  five  years  that  elas])ed  between  the  master's  death  and 
the  end  of  the  century,  the  standard  of  workmanshij)  was  in  no  degree  lowered,  and 
any  vase  therefore  that  was  made  before  the  year  1800  may  l)e  confidently  acclaimed 
as  one  of  the  "First  Fifty." 

It  hardly  needs  either  the  eye  or  the  sense  of  touch  of  an  expert  to  distinguish  be- 
tween one  of  these  and  the  later  i)roductions.  There  is  a  satin-like — rather  than  a 
velvety — surface,  a  subtle  refinement  in  the  modeling  of  the  raised  surface,  which  only 
those  craftsmen  who  had  worked  for  long  years  under  "Old  Josiah's"  own  supervision 
were  able  to  accomplish. 

It  is  by  this  internal  evidence  that  the  present  examjile  declares  itself  as  one  of 
the  "First  Fifty."  Its  ])edigree,  though  short,  is  convincing,  for  it  came  to  its  present 
owner,  at  first  hand,  from  a  descendant  of  an  English  country  gentleman  who  purchased 
it  in  the  closing  years  of  the  eighteenth  century.  It  has  been  submitted  to  recognized 
authorities  on  "Old  Wedgwood"  both  here  and  in  London,  antl  the  verdict  has  in  every 
case  l)een  ])assed  without  a  moment's  hesitation:  "This  is,  without  (luestion,  one  of  the 
original  first  fifty   cojjies."

THE  DUKE  OF  BUGCLEUCH'S  FAMOUS  COLLECTION  OF 

SIXTEENTH   AND   SEVENTEENTH   CENTURY 

ENGRAVED  AND  ENAMELED  GLASS 

This  collection,  which  for  many  years  formed  one  of  the  glories  of  Montagu  House  in 
London,  was  gathered  together  by  the  Fifth  Duke  of  Buccleuch  and  Queensberry,  the  grand- 
father of  the  present  Duke.  It  passed  out  of  the  hands  of  the  late  Duke  (the  sixth  of  that  name) 
into  those  of  its  present  successor  some  five  or  six  years  ago  in  the  course  of  the  negotiations 
concerning  the  transfer  of  a  collection  of  another  character  in  which  his  Grace  was  interested, 
Formed  at  a  time  when  artistic  glassware  of  this  description  was  less  highly  regarded  than  at 
present,  it  contains  examples,  such  as  the  famous  Reichs-adler  pieces  for  instance,  which  could 
nowadays  be  reduplicated  with  the  greatest  difficulty.  It  is  particularly  rich,  however,  in  examples 
of  the  skill  with  the  wheel  and  gravers  of  such  artists  as  Caspar  Lehmann  and  the  Schwan- 
harts,  who  attained  their  eminence  under  the  patronage  of  the  Emperor  Ferdinand  III.

Among  the  makers  of  those  English  porcelains  whose  technical  excellence  so  distinguished 
the  latter  half  of  the  Eighteenth  Century  some  few  factories  attained  artistic  pre-eminence.

So  keen  is  the  competition  at  these  times  that  the  most  extravagant  sums 
are  offered  for  pieces  of  exceptional  merit.

STATUETTES  OF  THE  BEST  PERIOD 

For  so  many  years  have  old  "  Chelsea  China  Figures"  been  regarded  as  the  most  desirable 
examples  of  English  porcelains  to  acquire  that  to-day  they  are  generally  looked  upon  as  the 
rare  prizes  of  the  collector's  life-time.  By  many  they  are  considered  as  preferable,  in  the 
freedom  of  their  modeling  and  their  characteristically  English  coloring,  to  the  perhaps  more 
technically  perfect  Meissen  productions  with  which  they  were  contemporaneous.  However  this 
may  be,  they  have  a  very  distinct  attraction  of  their  own,  which  perhaps  accounts  for  the  almost 
extravagant  value  placed  upon  them  by  their  admirers.

CHINESE  LOWESTOFT  CHINA  OF  EXCEPTIONAL 
RARITY  AND  BEAUTY 

For  many  years  the  so-called  Lowestoft  porcelain  of  a  hard  paste  body  and  decorated  in  the 
Oriental  manner  was  held  to  be  of  English  manufacture.  It  has  now  been  conclusively  settled 
that  all  this  ware  was  made  in  China  during  the  later  Ch'ien-lung  period,  now  known  in  many 
cases  to  order  and  always  for  direct  importation  into  Europe.  It  is  this  fact  that  accounts  for  the 
armorial  bearings  and  European  flowers  which  so  often  form  a  part  of  the  decoration.  There 
was,  however,  a  factory  at  Lowestoft  in  the  eighteenth  century  which  produced  a  soft  paste 
porcelain,  decorated  in  blue.

In  all  the  countries  of  Europe,  artificers  from  the  Fifteenth  to  the  Eighteenth  centuries  were 
wont  to  deliver  their  message  of  art  in  carvings  of  ivory  and  pearwood  as  well  as  by  means  of 
paint  and  canvas.  These  carvings,  generally  of  a  small  size,  seldom  fail  to  attract  the  attention 
of  the  real  connoisseur.

In  the  center  of  this,  on  u 
small  steel  rod,  is  a  silvered  globe  engraved  to  represent  the  terrestrial 
sphere,  while  from  the  silvered  rim  projects  a  globe  representing  the 
Moon.  From  the  center  of  the  top  itself  pi'ojects  an  ormolu  sphere 
representing  the  Sun  with  a  pointer  directed  towards  the  Earth.  When 
the  clock  is  in  motion  the  Earth  revolves  on  its  own  axis  and  also  around 
the  Sun,  while  the  Moon  revolves  on  its  own  axis  and  passes  around 
the  Earth.  In  other  words,  the  Orrery  represents,  with  approximate 
exactness,  the  movements  of  the  Earth  around  the  Sun  and  of  the 
^loon  around  the  Earth.  In  a  walnut  carrjang  case  with  brass  han- 
dles. 

NOTE:  "Honest"  George  Grahaiii,  one  of  the  most  celebrated  of  seventeenth  century  English 
watchmakers  and  buried  under  the  same  toinl)stone  as  his  great  contemporary,  Tomj)ion, 
devoted  the  later  years  of  his  life  to  the  jierfection  of  this  Orrery  Clock.  By  it  he  hoped 
to  attain  everlasting  fame  but,  though  its  tradition  was  always  preserved,  the  clock  for 
many  years  seems  to  have  disappeared.  Only  comjiaratively  recently  did  it  come  to 
light  again  and  find  its  way  into  the  possession  of  its  present  owner.

INTERESTING  COLLECTION  OF  XVIII  CENTURY 
CARVINGS  BY  J.  VOYEZ 

One  of  the  most  picturesque  figures  of  Eighteenth  century  England,  Jean  Voyez,  the  French 
emigre,  is  chiefly  known  to  the  Collector  by  some  of  his  admirably  modeled  potteries,  such  as 
the  "Fair  Hebe"  pitcher  and  by  his  lifelong  conflict  with  Josiah  Wedgwood.  Of  late  years, 
however,  recognition  has  been  accorded  to  what  are  now  known  to  collectors  as  "Voyez" 
carvings.  Designed  to  occupy  the  lids  of  boxes  and  for  other  decorative  purposes,  these  are  the 
most  dainty  little  modelings  imaginable.  They  are  neither  in  wax  nor  ivory,  but  a  composition 
of  his  own,  partaking  of  the  natures  of  both.  It  is  believed  that  it  was  the  merit  of  these 
carvings  that  procured  for  him  admission  to  the  Royal  Society  of  Arts  of  Great  Britain.

A  CURIOUS  COLLECTION  OF  XVIII  CENTURY  ENGLISH 
MECHANICAL,  MUSICAL  AND  CHIMING  CLOCKS 

This  group  of  clocks  has  a  double  interest.  In  the  first  place  the  movements  represent 
the  mechanical  ingenuity  of  the  English  clockmakers  of  the  Eighteenth  Century  when  it  had 
reached  its  utmost  pitch  of  perfection  while  the  cases  stand  for  a  curious  combination  of 
European  and  Chinese  artistry.  In  some  instances,  entirely  of  European,  in  others  partly  of 
European  and  partly  of  Chinese  manufacture  they  are  all  of  a  character  to  delight  the  ofttimes 
ingenuous  eyes  of  the  Princes  and  Mandarins  for  whom  they  were  fashioned. 

It  was  during  the  late  Boxer  risings  that  they  came  into  the  possession  of  an  English  mer- 
chant in  Hong-Kong,  by  whom,  a  few  years  later,  they  were  brought  to  England.

This  is  surmounted  by  a  lantern  of  pierced  and  chased  ormolu 
with  slabs  of  onyx  in  front  of  which  are  two  Suns  set  with  colored 
pastes  and  revolving  in  opposite  directions.  Above  is  a  conical-shaped 
pinnacle  set  with  paste  jewels  which  also  revolves.  White  enamel  dial 
surrounded  with  artificial  pearls  set  in  silver.  The  hands  are  set  with 
seed  pearls.  The  two  side  doors  open  and  display  a  column  of  water 
simulated  by  spiral  glass  rods.  Openings  in  the  front  and  base  dis- 
close similar  arrangements  of  glass  rods,  while  openings  at  the  sides 
disclose  painted  landscapes  and  figures  and  stags  with  movable  heads 
and  a  man  on  horseback  flying  a  movable  kite.  When  the  clock  strikes, 
the  glass  rods.  Suns  and  pinnacles  revolve  and  the  figures  move.  Maker's 
name:  "Thomas  Cox"   (London,   1760-1788). 

NOTE:  Thomas  Cox  was  a  clever  mechanician,  who  opened  at  Spring  Gardens  a  museum 
of  quaint  clocks,  singing  birds,  and  costly  meclianical  toys.  There  were  fifty-six  pieces 
in   tile  collection   and   the  charge   for  admission   was  lialf  a   guinea.

It  was,  therefore,  a  labor  of  love 
for  Rodin  to  put  into  enduring  form  the  linea- 
ments of  his  friend.  At  Henley's  death  in  1903 
the  l)ust  became  as  a  treasured  possession  of  his 
family  by  whom  a  few  years  later  it  was  lent  to 
Rodin  himself  in  order  that  he  might  make  from 
it  a  re])lica  in  marble.  This  was  presented  by  him 
to  the  English  nation  and  took  its  final  ])lace,  on 
July  11,  1907,  in  St.  Paul's  Cathedral,  where  it 
was  unveiled  by  the   Earl   of   IMymouth. 

Of  William  Ernest  Henley  himself  it  is  suf- 
ficient to  say  that,  apart  from  his  fame  as  a  poet 
and  as  a  close  friend  of  Robert  Louis  Stevenson, 
he  was  for  many  years  one  of  the  most  formative 
influences  in  modern  English  literature.  As  Editor 
of  the  "Xational  Observer"  he  gathered  about  him 
that  brilliant  band  known  as  "Henley's  young 
men,"  many  of  whom,  as  in  the  case  for  instance 
of  H.  G.  Wells,  have  taken  their  ])lace  among  the 
leading  writers   of  our  day.

NOTE:  This  is  a  bust  of  very  extraordinary  interest.  It  is  undoubtedly  a  re|)lica  l)y  the 
most  eiuiiient  Italian  scuI])tor  of  the  seventeenth  century  of  the  bronze  bust  be  modeled 
for  the  King  himself  in  1()3.5.  This  bust  was  consumed  in  the  fire  which  destroyed 
Whitehall  in  1()91.  An  engraving  of  it  by  Mazella  was  published  in  1()9.5,  as  was  an- 
other from  a  drawing  made  by  J.  Richardson  in  1700.  The  bust  itself,  however,  has 
always  lieen  regarded  as  one  of  the  world's  first  masterpieces  of  art.  Bernini,  who  was 
considered  the  leading  sculptor  of  his  generation,  modeled,  besides  this  bust  of  Charles 
I,  portraits  of  Cardinal    Richelieu   and   Louis   XI\'   of   France.

NOTE:  Though  unsigned,  as  is  so  often  the  case  with  the  works  of  Falconet,  this  figure 
has  received  the  unqualified  endorsement  of  leading  French  and  English  critics 
as  being  worthy  to  take  its  place  with  such  celebrated  examples  of  his  decorative 
genius  as  the  "Three  Graces"  at  Windsor  Castle.  It  is  somewhat  of  any  irony  of  fate 
that  Etienne  Maurice  Falconet  should  in  our  day  be  esteemed  not  so  much  by  his  more 
serious  works  such  as  the  great  equestrian  Peter  the  Great  at  Moscow,  which  he  himself 
deemed  his  masterpiece,  as  by  what  he  doubtless  considered  his  more  negligible  deco- 
rative clock  mountings.  Such  an  example,  however,  as  is  here  considered,  is  sufficient 
to  show  how  supremely  graceful  were  his  conceptions,  how  prepossessing  in  their 
delicate  simplicity,  and  how  convincing  in  the  surety  of  their  technical  execution.

The  subject  is  that  of  a  view 
of  a  Flemish  harbor  having  on  the  spectator's  left  an  imposing  fortress, 
mounted  with  guns,  on  whose  walls  soldiers  are  seen  on  sentry  duty, 
while  in  pavilions  are  parties  of  ladies.  On  the  right  is  a  rocky  land- 
scape with  buildings  and  figures.  Between  these  at  the  entrance  to 
the  harbor  is  a  man-of-war  saluting  and  partially  hidden  by  the  volume 
of  smoke  from  the  firing  guns.  Between  this  ship  and  the  foreground 
are  small  boats,  one  a  rowboat  with  fishermen  casting  a  net,  the  other 
a  sailboat  preparing  to  land.  On  the  spectator's  left  in  the  immediate 
foreground  is  a  pier  on  which  fisliermen  are  landing  from  a  boat.  On 
this  pier  is  a  fisherman  unloading  a  catch  of  fish  from  a  basket  and 
a  group  of  citizens  conversing.  On  the  right  are  a  barrel-buoy  and 
dolphins  gamboling  in  the  water  and  spouting.  The  tapestry  is 
surrounded  b}'  a  narrow  inner  border  of  very  delicate  execution  in 
a  design  of  fruits  and  flowers,  and  an  outer  ribbon  and  diapered  border 
of  a  guilloche  ])attern.

The  upper  arranged  as  a  cup- 
board with  two  hinged  doors,  two  drawers,  has  a  molded  cornice  and 
frieze  carved  in  high  relief  with  cherubim  heads  at  the  angles  and  an 
eagle  devouring  a  snake  surrounded  by  a  husk  patterned  festoon  in 
the  center.  The  doors,  flanked  by  twisted  turned  columns  with  Ionic 
capitals,  the  center  stile  formed  as  an  Ionic  pilaster  with  tloral  and 
drapery  festoons,  have  panels  surrounded  bj^  deep  moldings  and 
decorated  with  carvings  of  the  Annunciation,  the  Angel  Gabriel  in 
one  and  the  Virgin  in  the  other.

Of  wrought,  carved  and  cisele  steel  damascened  in  gold  with  mounts 
of  gilt  bronze.  Rectangular  shape  with  molded  cornice  base  and  four 
claw  feet  of  gilt  bronze,  and  surrounded  by  a  peristyle  of  columns  with 
steel  shafts  damascened  in  gold  in  designs  of  Renaissance  scrollings  and 
arabesque  and  with  Corinthian  capitals  and  molded  bases  of  gilt  bronze. 
The  upper  surface  of  the  bases  on  which  the  columns  rest  is  of  steel 
damascened  in  gold,  with  an  arabesque  patterning  and  an  escutcheon 
of  the  armorial  bearings  of  the  Aldobrandini  family,  surmounted  by 
a  Cardinal's  Hat.  The  panel  of  the  central  and  the  door  fronts  are 
all  of  wrought  carved  and  cisele  steel  damascened  in  gold  and  sur- 
rounded by  moldings  in  gilt  bronze.  Tlie  subjects  of  all  these  panels 
are  of  episodes  in  Torquato  Tasso's  great  epic  poem,  "Gerusalemme 
Liberata"  (Jerusalem  Delivered.)  The  subject  of  the  large  central 
door  panel  is  "Tlie  Assault  on  Jerusalem  by  the  Christians  led  by  Gof- 
fredo."  The  subjects  of  the  paneled  drawer  fronts  are  as  follows:  (1) 
The  appearance  of  the  Blessed  Virgin  in  a  vision  to  Go ff redo.  (2)  The 
equestrian  combat  between  Tancredi  and  Argantes  over  the  prostrate 
fonn  of  Otho.  (3)  The  combat,  on  foot,  between  Rinaldo  and  Gernando, 
showing  the  death  of  the  latter.  (4)  The  duel  with  lances  between 
Tancredi  and  Clorinda  in  the  presence  of  the  Christians  and  the  Sara- 
cens. (5)  The  Baptism  of  tlie  dying  Clorinda  by  Tancredi,  Avho  carries 
the  water  in  his  helmet.  (6)  Tancredi  succored  by  Erminia  and  her 
companions.  On  the  sides  of  the  cabinet  are  large  panels  of  a  lower 
relief  than  the  front  panels.  One  has  a  subject  of  Tancredi  in  the 
Enchanted  Wood  with  the  vision  of  Clorinda  in  the  cypress  tree  "that 
upsliot  like  a  green  pyramid  to  Heaven,"  the  other  a  subject  of  Rinaldo 
meeting  Armida  in  the  forest.

NOTE:  This  cabinet  represents  in  a  mos-t  admirable  manner  the  crowning  gilories  of  the 
Italian  cinquecento  period  and  of  that  school  of  decorative  metal-work  with  which 
the  name  of  Benvenuto  Cellini  is  so  inseparably  connected.  When  it  was  fashioned 
Cellini's  tempestuous  career  must  have  closed,  for  Tasso's  poem,  which  inspired 
these  marvelously  wrought  j^anels,  was  not  pul)lished  till  1580  and  Cellini  died  ten 
years  earlier.  The  presence  among  the  patterned  damascenings  of  the  Aldobrandini 
arms  suggests  that  the  cabinet  was  made  for  that  Cardinal  Aldobrandini,  nephew  of 
Pope  Clement  VIII,  who  was  so  helpful  a  })atron  of  Tasso  during  the  last  sad  years 
of  his  life.  This  would  put  the  execution  of  the  work  at  about  the  year  1590,  a  date 
borne  out  bv  tlie  style  and  teciuiical  metliods  it  exhibits.

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2077 — Suit  of   Sixteenth  Century  German  Armor 

Cap-a-ple  suit  of  early  sixteenth  century  Maximilian  armor  probably 

made  at  Nuremberg  about  1530.     Hie  suit  is  of  the  fluted  type  which 

came  into  fashion  during  the  reign  of  the  Emperor  Maximilian  (1459- 

1519)   and  become  known  by  his  name.     It  consists  of  a  bassinet  with 

visor   and   gorget,   cuirass   with   brassards    and   vambraces    to    protect 

the  arms,  laminated  gauntlets  for  the  hands,  cuissards,  or  thigh  pieces, 

jambs  with  knee  pieces  to  protect  the  legs,  and  sabatons  or  square  toed 

feet  coverings.     All  these  pieces  are  of  finely  wrought  steel  with  raised 

ribbings  or  flutings.

Of  statuary  marble.  Scupturcd  in  high  relief  with  a  subject  of  a 
Military  Triumph.  Standing  in  a  Triumphal  Car  drawn  by  two 
Centaurs  carrying  captured  standards,  are  two  Gallic  Warriors  winged 
in  token  of  victory,  supporting  between  them  a  shield  blazoned  with 
an  eagle,  heraldically  displayed,  and  surmounted  by  a  Crown  of  Victory, 
The  Centaurs  are  bestridden  by  winged  Amorini,  with  two  others  seated 
in  front  bearing  banners  and  two  others  behind  blowing  a  triumphant 
fanfare  on  trumpets.  Three  other  Amorini  urge  the  Car  onwards. 
Behind  these  are  seen  the  figures  of  two  captive  Warriors  with  spears, 
one  wearing  an  eagle-head  Casque,  the  other  a  woolen  head  dress. 
Beneath  the  car  is  a  bearded  head  of  Janus.  Alongside  the  Centaurs 
runs  a  dog.

NOTE:  This  commiemorative  tablet  evidently  decorated  the  interior  of  a  temple  or  other 
building  as  it  is  entirely  free  from  we.uther  stains.

The  lock  mechanism  is  missing  and  the  bullet  padlock  is  of  later  (prob- 
ably sixteenth  century)  make.

with  a  Chinese  lady  and  attendant  setting  off  on  a  visit,  also  with  a 
pool  of  water,  swans  and  pavilions.  The  smaller  panels  above  and 
below  are  painted,  in  the  Oriental  manner,  with  figures  of  bright 
plumagcd  birds  on  trees,  and  with  peony  blossoms  and  other  flowers. 
Panels  on  the  back  are  painted  in  lacquer  on  a  black  ground  with  sub- 
jects of  rock  forms,  branches  of  trees,  exotic  birds  and  butterflies 
and  with  large  floral  sprays.
